Classified school workers 
seek 13 per cent pay hike 


Classified school employes have asked 
trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District for a 13 per cent salary increase, 
plus fringe benefits in a total package 
that would cost an estimated $440,000 


The requests will be formerly received 
by the school board tomorrow. 7 p.m. as 
a prelude to formal collective bargaining 
under new state law The official date for 
the collective bargaining process won t 
be until July I, but representatives of the 
California School Employes Association 
(CSEA) have asked the school board to 
“ meet and confer" on the requests im* 
mediately, presumably to clear the way 
for salary raises beginning on July I. 
start of the new fiscal year. 


District officials estimate the 13 per 
cent salary raise would cost the district

Utility bills 
set to show 
large increase

Lompoc city officials “ with extreme 
regret" reminded residents today that 
their municipal utility bills will show a 
substantial increase when they receive 
them in the next few days. 
The increases will include $2 in the 
basic rate for sewer service for single 
family residences, going from $8 to $10 
per month. There also will be a five per 
cent increase in water service rates and 
five per cent in rubbish collection ser­ 
vice costs The basic solid waste collec- 
tion rate for single family or multiple 
family residence will be billed at $3.15. 
up from the previous $3 
There is no increase in the electrical 
service, but the charge for fuel cost 
adjustment increase continues to rise, 
city officials said. 
The increases are automatic, having 
been voted upon in September. 1974 by 
the city council to become effective in 
January. 1975 and then on April I in suc­ 
ceeding years 
A letter explaining the increases to 
each utility customer says, "The city 
council found it had no alternative but to 
increase the rates for all citv-owned 
utilities in order to meet the rapidly in­ 
creasing costs of operation and 
maintenance caused by inflation and 
shortages of materials " 
Concerning the sewer service in­ 
crease. the letter observes that there is a 
bright side " 
“ This is the last major increase 
required in the sewer service costs. You 
may recall this increase was neces 
sitated by requirements of the federal 
government for capitalizing the project 
cost before grant funds, which are pay­ 
ing approximately 87 per cent of the total 
cost of the project, would be approved 
“ This requirement." the letter con­ 
tinues. "was to assure that money would 
be available for future improvements to 
the plant 
“ Construction of the plant is moving 
toward completion on schedule with the 
entire plant to fie in operation by March 
of !H77.

President Ford, facing the prospect of 
losing primaries to Ronald Reagan in 
Nebraska Tuesday and in his home state 
of Michigan next week, summoned 
political aides again today to talk 
strategy and revise his campaign 
schedule. 
As if to underscore his problems, the 
latest Gallup poll of registered voters 
across the nation, showed Democratic 
front-runner Jimmy Carter beating Ford 
head-to-head by 52 per cent to 43 per 
cent, a gain of 3 points for the Georgian 
in recent weeks. The poll also shows non­ 
candidate Hubert Humphrey beating 
Ford 50 per cent to 45 per cent. 
Carter’s own pollster. Patrick Caddell. 
said the former governor of Georgia has 
"for all intents and purposes" locked up 
the Democratic nomination, and that a 
close Ford-Reagan race could hand the 
GOP nomination to someone else. 
"The divisiveness can be so great that 
the instinct is to look for someone else," 
Caddell said "That's how a dark horse 
usually comes." 
Carter, who last week was endorsed by 
United Auto Workers President Leonard 
Woodcock, has arranged a meeting Fri­ 
day with AFL-CIO President George 
Meany, according to an AFL-CIO spokes­ 
man. He said Carter will be the last of 
the Democratic candidates to meet with 
Meany, who remains neutral. 
Besides Nebraska Tuesday, primaries 
are being held in West Virginia and Con­ 
necticut. the latter for Democrats on­ 
ly 
The President returned Saturday from 
a two-day swing through Nebraska, and 
called in campaign aides Sunday, where 
it was decided to add a second day in 
Michigan this week. Additional senior 
aides, including campaign manager 
Rogers Morton, were to meet with him 
late today. 
Originally scheduled to campaign in 
Michigan Wednesday, and in Kentucky. 
Tennessee and possibly Arkansas later in 
the week. Ford has rescheduled a second 
trip to Michigan — to the tulip festival in 
Holland and to his home town of Grand 
Rapids — Saturday. 
The second day in Michigan reportedly 
came at the expense of Arkansas, but 


that had not been a firm date. 
Meanwhile, the Yankee state of Maine, 
which gave southerner Jimmy Carter 
one of his early boosts for the 
Democratic nomination by favoring him 
in district delegate maneuvering before 
New Hampshire, now may have given 
him a rare — if minor — setback. 
Carter won nine of the state’s 20 
delegates in Maine’s Democratic state 
convention. But the convention unex­ 
pectedly elected five delegates for 
Morris Udall and left six uncommitted, 
thus blocking Carter from winning the 
majority his supporters predicted. 
Carter spent Sunday at his home in 
Plains. Ga,, while Udall and Henry 
Jackson campaigned in Connecticut in 
hopes of upsetting the former Georgia 
governor there. 
Jackson took himself out of the active 
campaign after losing the Pennsylvania 
primary last month, but said he would 
fulfill his commitments in Connecticut 
and on Sunday spoke of a possible 
miracle there to re-establish his can­ 
didacy. 
California Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
said on television (CBS-TV’s Face the 
Nation) the race is still wide open and he 
hopes to win the Maryland primary May 
18. He picked up his first delegate Satur­ 
day in Wyoming. 
“ Some people think the campaign is 
locked up." said Brown. " I think it s 
wide open . . . I think the chemistry of this 
campaign can change in Maryland. And 
as we spread across the country, you’re 
going to see some real surprises." 
Brown said he is seeking uncommitted 
delegates across the country, and will 
campaign in New Jersey, Nevada, and 
his home state of California. 
Reagan widened his lead over Ford in 
weekend delegate selection in six states, 
gaining 28 new delegates to Ford’s 18. 
The new totals show Reagan with 397 to 
Ford’s 336. with 298 uncommitted. It 
takes 1.130 to nominate at the GOP 
convention in Kansas City in August. 
In Democratic delegate selections. 39 
were chosen over the weekend but most 
of them were uncommitted. Carter 
picked up 13 to bring his total to 574 The 
Dem ocratic nominee needs 1.505 
delegates at his convention in New York 
City’s Madison Square Garden in July. 
$200 million 
against J-M 
lawsuit 
revealed

A $200 million lawsuit against Johns- 
Manville in Lompoc will be filed “ within 
the next few weeks" in a California 
Superior Court, probably in Santa Bar­ 
bara. the Record has learned 


Steven Kazan, an Oakland attorney, 
will file the suit on behalf of 20 former J- 
M workers who now suffer from 
asbestos-related diseases and survivors 
of workers who died from asbestos ail­ 
ments. 


J-M. which has admitted using 
asbestos in Lompoc at the rate of 50 tons 
a month since 1951. will be charged with 
"fraud, deceit and civil conspiracy,’’ ac­ 
cording to Kazan 


"J-M long ago knew how dangerous 
asbestos was and decided not to advise 
the men of the risks and not to take 
proper safeguards to protect the men. 
This was decided at the highest level of 
J-M." said Kazan during a phone inter­ 
view from Oakland yesterday. 


He added that J-M also made it a prac­ 
tice of not telling an employe s survivors 
that their husband or lather had died of 
disease caused by breathing asbestos, a 
fibrous mineral known to cause cancer, 
asbestosis and other ailments. 


This was done, he explained, to avoid 
paying workmen s 
compensation 
benefits to the survivors 


The suit or suits — Kazan isn t sure if 
he will file a group lawsuit or individual 
suits for his 20 clients — will ask for $10 
million in punitive damages for each 
plaintiff. 


Dr Milton Duncan, who was retained 
by J-M as the plant physician from 1954 
to 1972. will also be charged in the suit 
for malpractice, said Kazan 


The suit will ask for general damages 
against Dr Duncan No specific amount 
of money can be requested in a Califor­ 
nia malpractice suit now, but Kazan said 
a "conceivable" range of damage per 
plaintiff would be from $50,000 to $1 
million 


The suit will charge Dr Duncan with 
improper reading of employe x rays and 
not advising workers that a disease was 
present in their lungs 


"He always said to the men after ex­ 
amining them, you’re good for another 
year, and never really leveled with the 
men," Kazan said. 


Kazan’s law corporation earlier this 
year filed 20 similar lawsuits, each 
claiming $10 million in damages, against 
J-M's roofing materials plant in Pitt­ 
sburg near the Bay Area The suits, filed 
in Contra Costa County Superior Court, 
are on behalf of workers who worked 
with asbestos there and allegedly con­ 
tracted serious ailments. 


The lawyer interviewed his 20 Lompoc 
clients over the last two months in Lom­ 
poc* and says he will return here in a 
week or so to interview more retired 
workers and employe survivors. This 
means the list of plaintiff names could 
grow, he indicated 


“ I've seen the stack of death cer­ 
tificates that the union has come up with. 
There are a lot of sick men out there," 
said Kazan 
Local 146 of the Chemical Workers 
Union at J-M has been helping Kazan to 
line-up prospective clients for inter­ 
views 
■ We have been retained on a con­ 
tingency fee basis. They can’t afford 
us." said Kazan. 
"We are very optimistic." he stated 
“ We think the people who worked at J-M 
have been ripped-off and the medical 
care they received was inexcuseably 
bad." 
The attorney said that he will file 
workmen's compensation claims against 
J-M on behalf of survivors who have not 
received their rightful compensation. 
He noted that if an employe or his sur­ 
vivors have received workmen’s com­ 
pensation for asbestos ailments, they are 
still eligible to file a suit against J-M for 
conspiracy and against Dr Duncan for 
malpractice. 
“ I would not be surprised if there are 
700 potential clients How many will 
come forward I don’t know,'* he said

Low-pay 
housing 
studied 


The Board of Supervisors was 
informed today (Monday i that 
a possible long-term lease with 
the County Housing Authority is 
being considered in connection 
with proposed use of county- 
owned land in Lompoc to con­ 
struct low-income housing for 
em o tio n ally 
handicapped 
adults 
County Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D. Johnson said 
the project known as Rainbow 
Plaza concerns proposed 
transfer of 4.57 acres of county- 
owned land to the Housing 
Authority 
It has 368 feet of 
frontage on Pine St., the rear of 
the 
McDonald's Shopping 
Center is on the east, adjoins a 
vacant parcel on the south, and 
abutts the bleachers of the high 
school football field on the 
west. The property is currently 
zoned for commercial use. 


The parcel has a value of 
$99,500, in the opinion of Ernest 
C. Johnson, associated county 
right-of-way agent. Johnson felt 
size and boation somewhat 
limit use of the vacant parcel 
for commercial purposes, and 
that he thought best use would 
be for apartment development. 
Johnson 
d e c la re d 
the 
property is a portion of 9.1 
acres of vacant land originally 
purchased by the county for 
about $136,000 
He declared 
county counsel has indicated 
th a t under the Housing 
Cooperation Law, the county 
supervisors could either sell or 
give the land 
to the Housing 
Authority. 


Housing Authority officials 
felt that inclusion of the cost 
oould cause the project to be 
considered 
not 
feasib le, 
Johnson reported. 
He explained that he had dif­ 
ficulty in recommending the 
county donate property with an 
estimated value of $99,500, and 
thus has begun a study of the 
alternative of a long-term lease 
with the Housing Authority. 


The lease could be set for a 
nominal amount and would 
"represent the county’s dona­ 
tion to th is w o rth w h ile 
project.” Johnson declared. 
The Housing Authority has in­ 
formed the county that the 
State Housing Finance Agency 
will be requested to" finance the 
project, and that the matter oL 
placing the project under a 
lease agreement will be discus­ 
sed.

Reynolds, dismayed at a report 
he considers to be "one-sided” 
and the result of “crank com­ 
plaints," said there is need to 
document serious allegations 
against the operations of the of­ 
fice.

on parks 


The Grand Jury’s interim 
report on the County Park 
Department, with recommen­ 
dations concerning Cachuma 
Lake, Jalama Beach, Nojoqui 
Falls, Arroyo Beach and Goleta 
Beach parks, went before the 
Board of Supervisors today. 
The report was signed by 
James M. Buchert, of Santa 
Maria, chairman of the En­ 
vironment and Planning Com­ 
mittee. and by the foreman, 
Frederick J. Harrison, of Santa 
Ynez. 
The report stressed that non­ 
county 
residents “consume” 
some 75 to 80 per cent of all ser­ 
vices of the Park Department, 
and cited the belief “there is no 
reason that county taxpayers 
should subsidize the parks 
system.” 
A belief that the system could 
be made both “ self-sustaining 
and 
self-improving 
with 
realistic and competitive fee 
schedules” was cited. Funding 
from increased fees could be 
well utilized to halt “substan­ 
tial deterioration in some 
parks,” it was felt.

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Brown 
to extend 
campaign 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
California Gov Edmund Brown 
Jr. is raising his expectations 
for success in the race for the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
Brown, who picked up his 
first convention delegate during 
the weekend in Wyoming, flew 
back to California early today 
after a campaign tour of 
Maryland. Washington DC.. 
New York and Nevada. 
The first-term governor told 
a rally of 1.000 persons in Las 
Vegas Sunday night that he has 
become the front-runner in the 
May 18 Maryland primary after 
just two weeks of campaigning. 
If he wins in Maryland, he 
said, he could replace former 
Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter as 
the front-runner for the 
nom ination before the 
Democratic nominating con­ 
vention in July. 
•'Some people think the cam­ 
paign is locked up.” Brown, 
who announced in March that 
he would run as a “ native son.” 
said Sunday morning in an 
interview in New York on CBS' 
Face the Nation. 
“ I think it's wide open I think 
the chemistry of this campaign 
can change in Mary land. And as 
we spread across the country, 
you're going to see some real 
surprises.” 
Brown then disclosed plans to 
seek delegates in New Jersey 
primary June 8. the same day 
as voting in California. 
He said he will also campaign 
personally in Rhode Island 
before that state's June I 
primary and will visit Colorado 
next Wednesday in hopes of 
winning over some uncommit­ 
ted delegates who were 
selected at a state convention 
last week. 
Brown's decision to cam­ 
paign in New Jersey followed 
an invitation by state Sen. 
James Dugan, the Democratic 
state chairman, who heads the 
uncommitted slate of delegates 
representing much of the party 
leadership and previously 
thought to favor a Hubert 
Humphrey candidacy. 
After a private meeting with 
Dugan.

memo to Lyndon B. Johnson in 
1965 warning against U.S.

dochina. The next day. Johnson 
ignored his advice and ordered 
the bombing of North Vietnam. 
In a television interview 
(ABC's Issues and Answers) 
Sunday. Humphrey confirmed 
news reports about the strongly 
worded memo he wrote as vice 
president, seeking to influence 
Johnson’s decision on Vietnam. 
Later. Humphrey became a 
supporter of Johnson’s Vietnam 
policy. 
The Feb. 17.1965. memo is in­ 
cluded in Humphrey’s me­ 


moirs. scheduled to be pub­ 
lished next month. 
“ ...If we go North, people will 
find it increasingly hard to un­ 
derstand why we risk World 
War III by enlarging a war un­ 
der terms we found unac­ 
ceptable 12 years ago in 
Korea.” he wrote in the memo, 
excerpts of which were pub­ 
lished by the Washington Post 
Sunday. 
“ The public is worried and 
confused. Our rationale for ac­ 
tion has shifted away now even 
from the notion that we are 
there as advisers on request of 
a free government to the simple 
and politically barren argument 
of our ‘national interest.’” 


Iranian Boeing 747 crash 
kills passengers, crew 


MADRID. Spain (U PI) - 
Army rescuers recovered ll 
charred bodies today from the 
wreckage of an Iranian air 
force Boeing 747 cargo jet that 
crashed in a rainstorm on ap­ 
proach to Madrid airport Sun­ 
day. killing all 17 or 18 persons 
aboard. 
Spanish police and aviation 
authorities said the plane 
carried 17 persons on its flight 
from Teheran to Maguire Air 
Force Base in New Jersey. 
Aviation sources in Teheran 
said they included four Ameri­ 
cans training Iranian personnel 
in the operation of the wide­ 
bodied plane 
But a spokesman for the U.S. 
Embassy in Madrid said it had 
received information that the 
plane carried 18 persons—ll 
crew, including three Ameri­ 
cans. and seven passengers. 
Witnesses said the plane flew 
low over the small town of 
Huete, 63 miles east of Madrid, 
then appeared to be rocked by 
an explosion and crashed in a 
field leaving a trail of flaming 
debris almost two miles long 
Army rescuers today found 
the plane s black box which 
records data of the flight and 
may help investigators to deter­ 
mine the cause of the crash. 


Spanish aviation authorities 
said contacts with air traffic 
control were normal, and that 
the crew did not indicate any 
trouble before radio contact 
broke off. 
An Iranian embassy spokes­ 
man said he did not know 
whether the plane was carrying

The appellate court decided, 
however, “ the plea was entered 
voluntarily and knowingly.” 
The appellate judges said that 
Judge Preston Battle “ very 
carefully questioned Ray as to 
the voluntariness of his plea 
before it was accepted.” 
Ray also appealed on grounds 
he was denied - “effective as­ 
sistance of counsel.” 
Ray alleged Foreman was in­ 
terested in getting the case 
closed in order to make money 
from magazine, book and movie 
rights to Ray s story. 
Ray cited contractual ar­ 
rangements among himself, his 
attorneys and author William 
Bradford Huie. 
But after examining the court 
record, the appellate judges 
concluded that Ray did not 
show he was prejudiced 
because of the contracts. 
Ray s present attorney. 
James H. Lasar. had said in 
oral arguments before the ap­ 
pellate court the case was 
“ unique and bizarre almost 
beyond belief.” 
“ Ray contends he did not 
shoot King.” said Lasar. “ He 
claims he was framed. The fact 
is Ray wanted a trial, but he 
was afraid Foreman was going 
to throw a trial. As Ray saw it, 
he took the only alternative 
route he had."

MOSCOW (UPI) - Sounding 
a theme fam iliar in the 
American presidential cam­ 
paign. the Soviet Union's new 
defense minister says his 
country is stronger than ever 
before. 


The Soviet military, accord­ 
ing to Dmitry F. Ustinov, is 
ready “ to stand up in defense of 
the great cause of socialism 
and give a crushing rebuff to 
any aggressor ” 


Ustinov issued an order Sun­ 
day marking the 31st anniver­ 
sary of the allied victory in 
World War II in Europe, 
celebrated in the Soviet Union 
as a triumphant national holi­ 
day complete with fireworks. 


“ The international position of 
the Soviet Union has become 
stronger as never before,” 
Ustinov said. 


While paying muted tribute to 
detente. Ustinov warned of the 
consequences of a military 
buildup in the West 
“ Life shows that imperialism 
has not lost its aggressive es­ 
sence; the militarist circles 
carry on the arms race; and the 
military might of the NATO 
bloc is building up." he said. 


Ustinov's speech was the 


latest sign in an intensifying 
program to harden the Kremlin 
line oyer the last few months, 
particularly as the detente con­ 
cept is criticized during the 
election campaign in the United 
States. 
It also became clear over the 
weekend that the leadership of 
Communist party General 
Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev 
has not suffered. 
The Soviets announced that 
Brezhnev had been elevated to 
the rank of marshal of the 
Soviet Union — the first leader 
so honored since the reign of 
the late dictator Josef Stalin. 
A bronze bust of Brezhnev 
also was put on display in his 
home 
town 
of 
Dneprodzerzhinsk in the 
l^kraine 


It was the first such statue 
ever erected to Brezhnev and 
markedly increased the feeling 
among Westerners that a grow­

Reservoir site 
talks break off 


Months-long 
negotiations 
between the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District and 
William Reelfs to obtain a 
reservoir site by the district on 
a parcel of less than an acre 
owned by Reelfs have broken 
off and the SMID board has 
voted to initiate condemnation 
proceedings via the eminent 
domain process to acquire the 
property. 
SMID directors agreed un­ 
animously last Thursday night 
to go the eminient domain route 
after receiving a letter from 
Reelfs which stated in part that 
unless he heard from the dis­ 
trict by May 16 he was 
withdrawing “ his offer to sell 
the reservoir site to the district 
at a cost of $17,500.” 
According to the proposal in­ 
volving SMID and Reelfs, SMID 


was to attain ownership of the 
reservoir site with the proviso 
that SMID would annex the en­ 
tire Reelfs property to the dis­ 
trict. The sale price would be 
met in lieu of the customary an­ 
nexation fee. 
Reelfs had requested a can 
and will serve commitment 
from the district for his 
property, but district officials 
said that would not be possible 
because the land was not within 
the district.

Monthly sewer charge increase 
approved by SMID directors 


Following a public hearing 
which lasted for an hour and a 
half, directors of the Solvang 
Municipal Improvement 
D istrict Thursday night 
adopted Ordinance No. 33 which 
will raise the monthly sewer 
service charges in the com­ 
munity. 
The change in the district’s 
monthly sewer service schedule 
has been mandated by the 
C alifornia State W ater 
Resources Control Board as a 
condition of “ clean water” 
grant of approximately 
$1,475,000 allocated to the dis­ 
trict to improve and expand its 
wastewater treatment plant 
now under construction. 
A set of guidelines prepared 
by the WRCB also spells out 
how the sewer charges have to 
be calculated and apportioned 
between the various classes of 
users. Residential rates, under 
provisions of the new ordinance 
will remain on a flat rate basis, 
while commercial will be 
directly correlated to water 
use 
The ordinance provides that 
an interim rate will be effective 
until June 30, 1977 and a full 
rate will become effective July 
I. 1977. 


The new rate for single 
family dwellings in the or­ 
dinance is $4.65 a month. This 
compares with the present rate 
of $2.85. The rate for multiple 
dwelling units will be $2.60 for 
each dwelling and commercial 
complexes and dwellings. 
$4.65. 
The new commercial rates 
also call for a charge of 40 cents 
for each 1.000 cubic feet of 
water used over 1.000 cubic 
feet. 
Opposing adoption of the or­ 
dinance was Atty. James T. 
Barnes of Solvang, who said he 
represented a number of people 
in the commercial area of town. 
Barnes said he believed action 
should have been delayed in 
order that residents of the town 
could meet with the board to 
develop a rate structure which 
would be “ more equitable” and 
not one which placed a burden 
on the commercial sector, par­ 
ticularly the motels. 
It was Barnes’ opinion that 
the schedule should include 
provisions for a “ flat rate for 
everyone with a water 
gallonage charge on top of that 
for all.”

Moscone wants to put city 0tto Kemer 
back together once more 


SAN FRANCISCO r UPI» - 
Mayor George Moscone said. 
‘it s time to put San Francisco 
back together.” 
This was how he felt when a 
settlement was reached to end 
a 39-day strike by city craft 
workers over pay cuts in the 
new budget. 
The four city golf courses are 
a mess, water mains are leak­ 
ing. garbage has piled up at San 
Francisco General Hospital, 
streets are littered, trolley 
tracks are rusty and flowers in 
Golden Gate Park are wilted 
from a lack of water and care. 
All 1.700 civil service carpen­ 
ters. mechanics, gardeners, 
street cleaners, laborers, sheet- 
rnetal workers, glaziers, pain­ 


ters. plumbers and electricians 
returned to work today as a 
result of the weekend sett­ 
lement. 
The Municipal Railway's 
2.000 drivers had refused to 
cross the picket lines, but the 
city’s other 18.500 employes 
worked throughout the walkout 
longest such protest in the 
city's history 
the settlement ironed out by 
the city Board of Supervisors 
and the leaders of several un­ 
ions early Saturday provided 
for the establishment of a fact­ 
finding committee of 11 persons 
five members appointed by 
the unions and five by the board 
along with Moscone — to work 
out pay scales and working con­ 


ditions 
For now. craft wages will re­ 
main at the reduced levels in 
the current budget 
Some Muni service was 
restored during the weekend 
However, tracks and overhead 
electrical wires still had to be 
checked The cable car under­ 
ground lines also had to be 
checked and serviced. 
Vandals dug holes on the 
greens on the golf courses, and 
the fairways turned brown 
because of a lack of watering 
during the walkout. Garbage 
was piled high behind San Fran­ 
cisco General Hospital. Despite 
volunteer street sweepers, 
many gutters were full of 
debris. 


Gun owners new political force 


SACRAMENTO (UPI > — Gun 
owners have united in a new. 
potent political force to make 
an impact on election cam­ 
paigns this year in California 
and across ihe nation by sup­ 
porting candidates dedicated to 
the right to bear arms 
The organization, called Gun 
Owners of America, was the 
brainchild of arch-conservative 
state Sen H L. Richardson. R- 
Aroadia. a director of the 
National Rifle Association, who 
expects to spend more than 
$500,000 to support dozens of 
candidates for Congress and the 
California legislature. 
Although most of the 
beneficiaries of Richardson’s 
drive have been Republicans. 
he insists he only is interested 
in a candidate's position on gun 
ownership and law-and-order 
measures — not his party af­ 
filiation or stands on other is­ 
sues such as government 
spending. 
One candidate receiving Ri­ 
chardson's support — $4,500 
worth — is an avowed John 
Birch Society member. Erie 
Seastrand. a Republican stock 
broker running for California's 


Salinas-area Assembly seat. 
But Richardson stressed in an 
interview. “ This is not another 
Bircher thing." He noted his 
group turned down a request for 
support from Republican John 
Schmitz, a Birch Society 
member and former American 
Independent Party presidential 
candidate running for a South­ 
ern California congressional 
seat. 
Instead. Richardson is back­ 
ing conservative Assemblyman 
Robert Badham. R-Newport 
Beach, for the seat held by U.S. 
Rep Andrew J Hinshaw. an in­ 
cumbent troubled by a bribery 
conviction 
The group also will be sup­ 
porting at least two Democrats 
this year. 
He said pro-gun advocates 
were always “ on the defensive, 
waiting for something to come 
up against guns and then 
reacting. Unfortunately, you’re 
always too little and too late 
when you do that, and it s never 
very lasting because it doesn’t 
change the legislature — the 
same guys come back to the 
Capitol year after year." 
So Richardson set out last Oc­ 


tober to mount a political war 
chest to “ go after incumbents 
who have a record of backing 
antigun legislation and elect 
persons who are strongly for 
guns in districts where we can 
accomplish that.’’ 
In six months, the two related 
committees founded by Ri­ 
chardson. Gun Owners of 
America and Gun Owners of 
California, have raised more 
than $600,000 to finance cam­ 
paign donations, a computer­ 
ized newsletter program and a 
sophisticated staff to select key 
races around the nation where 
they should support candidates. 
The groups have sent out 
fund-raising brochures to more 
than 2.5 million Americans, 
drawing from subscription lists 
of True Magazine and Guns and 
Ammo and the names of 125.000 
licensed gun dealers throughout 
the United States. 
In its first campaign spending 
report this week. Gun Owners 
of California disclosed it has 
donated $28,400 to 16 candidates 
in state primary legislative 
races this year as an opening 
shot. 
Fourteen 
are 
Republicans.

OUR BOARDING HOUSE 


RELATING TO TRANSIENT OC­ 
CUPANCY TAX 


THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF LOMPOC DOES ORDAIN 
AS FOLLOWS: 


SECTION I. Section 25-13 of the 
Municipal Code is amended to read 
as follows; 


Sec. 25-13 Imposition; amount; 
where payable. 


For the privilege of occupancy in 
any hotel, each transient is subject 
to and shall pay a tax in the amount 
of seven percent (7rr I of the rent 
charged by the operator. Such tax 
constitutes a debt owned by the 
transient to the city which is ex­ 
tinguished only by payment to the 
operator or to the city. The tran­ 
sient shall pay the tax to the 
operator of the hotel at the time the 
rent is paid. If the rent is paid in in­ 
stallments. a proportionate share of 
the tax shall be paid with each in­ 
stallment. The unpaid tax shall be 
due upon the transient’s ceasing to 
occupy space in the hotel. If for any 
reason the tax due is not paid to the 
operator of the hotel, the tax ad­ 
ministrator may require that such 
tax shall be paid directly to the tax 
administrator.

Too rough edges 


Jerry Brown is experiencing 
as stellar a rise to prominence 
in national politics as has any 
other politician in recent 
history. 
California’s new governor, 
having been in office just a lit­ 
tle over a year, is now being 
described, even by House 
speaker Carl Albert, as pos­ 
sibly the only man in the cam­ 
paign for president who could 
stop Jimmy Carter. And can 
you imagine a man with little 
less than six years’ experience 
dealing with state government 
running these United States? 
Jerry Brown has obviously 
impressed millions of Califor­ 
nians during the past fifteen or 
so months he has been in the 
g o v e r n o r ’s s h o e s . 
His 
austerity and somewhat un­ 
ique style of life have sur­ 
prised as well as confounded 
supporters and opponents as 
well, and have given the man 
an aura of inscrutability very 
few have been able to sur­ 
mount let alone understand. 
His programs have been 
generally well received with 
the 
e x c e p t i o n 
of 
the 
beleaguered Farm Labor 
Relations Board, which in 


spite of its troubles is still the 
best solution to a persistent 
problem facing California for 
a goodly number of years. 
Taxes have not gone up since 
his tenure in office began and 
some of the park barrel 
giveaways taxpayers in this 
state have paid for in the past 
have not materialized. 
All this is certainly nice and 
underlines Brown’s abilities 
and therefore his attrac­ 
tiveness to voters both in 
California and throughout the 
rest of the country. And we’d 
hate to see him get too serious 
about the chair in the White 
House. 
We have been impressed 
right along with all the others 
who place value on what our 
governor has accomplished. 
We would dearly love to see 
som e of Jerry Brown’s 
philosophies applied 
to 
national politics and the 
federal administration of 
government, and we would 
hope there might be someone 
else to do it just now. 
Brown, at least as far as we 
are concerned, hasn’t paid the 
requisite dues for becoming a 
President of the United States. 
And that isn’t necessarily to 


say he isn’t qualified ... just 
that he hasn’t got the amount 
of political seasoning we 
would like to see taken to that 
job. 
And what of his becoming a 
vice president instead, and 
thus getting those rough edges 
removed? We’d frankly prefer 
to see him become more 
rounded in Sacramento, fulfill­ 
ing his commitment to 
Californians prior to moving 
on to Washington as either 
President or vice president. 
Jerry Brown is at the begin­ 
ning of what could well be a 
brilliant career in politics and 
administration. Certainly the 
time is right for his ideas and 
i d e a l s in g o v e r n m e n t . 
However, the implementation 
of those ideas and ideals 
should get a thorough testing 
at the state level. Indeed, 
Republican party leaders in 
California are already asking 
exactly what he has a c ­ 
complished that will endure 
over the long haul. A valid 
question, we think. 
Too, can you imagine a 
party of state being held in a 
nondescript single room apart- 
m e n t 
s o m e w h e r e 
in 
Washington’s suburbs?

FBI's 'black bag' jobs 


WASHINGTON - The FBI, without 
technically telling an untruth, has led the 
public to believe its agents took part in 
no more than 238 criminal housebreak­ 
ings The actual figure is well over 1,000 
and may surpass 2,000. 
These “black bag” jobs, as the late 
FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover called them, 
were employed prin­ 
c i p a l l y 
a g a i n s t 
s u s p e c t e d 
s p i e s , 
o r g a n i z e d 
c r i m e 
f i g u r e s , ) f o r e i g n 
diplomats and a few 
dangerous 
revolutionaries. 
But Hoover also sent 
h is 
a g e n t s 
to 
b u r g l a r i z e 
t h e 
p r e m i s e s of 
l a w ­ 
abiding U S. citizens 
whom the old FBI cur­ 
mudgeon simply dis­ 
liked. 
Confidential FBI memos, obtained by 
the Senate Intelligence Com m ittee, 
acknowledge that the “black bag” jobs 
violated the criminal laws the FBI was 
supposed to enforce. 
Yet we have 
learned from FBI sources that Hoover, 
although sworn to uphold the laws, per­ 
sonally sanctioned more than 1.000 of the 
break-ins. 
Not until 1967 did Hoover take steps, in 
a self-serving memo turned up by the 
Senate probers, to end the break-ins. 
Even then, we have learned, it wasn’t his 
own idea but pressure from then-Atty. 
Gen. Ramsey Clark that brought the 
change. 
The figure of 238 
‘surreptitious 
entries.” as the burglaries were politely 
called, first appeared in an FBI memo to 
the Senate committee on Sept. 23. 1975. 
The memo accurately but cagily 
reported that the 238 housebreakings 
were perpetrated against 14 “domestic 
subversive targets” during the 1942- 68 
period. But a careful reading shows the 
bureau left a hedge. Almost in passing, 
the memo indicates the figure is “in­ 
com plete.” based as much on the 
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memory of agents as on actual data. 
Indeed, Hoover purposely destroyed 
many of the records dealing with the 
break-ins, presum ably to elim inate 
docum entary evid en ce of the FBI 
crimes. 


From our internal sources, however, 
we have ascertained that some top FBI 
officials believe the l,000-to-2,000 figure 
is a “conservative estim ate” of the total 
housebreakings. These include not only 
burglaries to get information but break­ 
ins to install bugging devices. 
One source said the housebreakings go 
back far beyond 1942 and never ter­ 
minated completely in 1968. Under FBI 
chief Clarence Kelley, however, the 
bureau has scrupulously followed legal 
procedures. 
The Senate Intelligence Committee, 
meanwhile, has pushed the FBI hard for 
more complete break-in figures. Tile 
committee will release a report shortly 
showing the confirmed housebreakings 
totaled slightly less than 1.000. Our 
higher figures, however, came from in­ 
disputable FBI sources. 


In defense of the past practice of 
breaking and entering, the FBI said this 
technique was used only “to obtain 
s e c r e t 
and 
c l o s e l y 
g u a r d e d 
organizational and financial infor­ 
mation” or to plant electronic equipment 
in the most “highly selective” cases. 
Footnote: Those who believe in law 
and order had better demand that it 
begin with the government.

CHAUFFEURS COMPLAINT: 
The 
former secretary of Rep. Phillip Burton. 
D.-Calif., a member of the powerful 


House leadership, has accused him of 
requiring her to chauffeur him around at 
all hours until it broke her health. 
Mrs. Nina-Ann Coleman, 51, also 
claim s she had to pay more than $15,000 
from her own pocket for gasoline, 
repairs, insurance and a succession of 
cars since 1967 to keep up with Burton’s 
12-hour days. 
In a confidential claim submitted to 
the Labor Dept, for disability payments, 
the former secretary charges that she 
was pressed into service as a chauffeur 
not wily for the congressman but for his 
wife, a movie star, union friends and 
other colleagues. 
She ferried Mrs. Burton to the market, 
to clothing stores and to parties, the filed 
papers allege. On one occasion, Mrs. 
Coleman picked up a Burton aide at 
Dulles Airport, she said, but later dis­ 
covered he had submitted a voucher for 
the trip and had chiseled $20 out of the 
taxpayers. The staff member, Maurice 
Shean, vigorously denies the charge. 
On the way home from another airport 
pickup, according to Mrs. Coleman, the 
cigarette smoke in her car was so thick, 
it precipitated an asthma attack. A 
statement from her doctor adds that she 
was so affected by the smoke, she had to 
be hospitalized. 
Her husband, in another signed state­ 
ment. said she became “a slave to her 
o ffice.” leading to two separations 
before she was fired by Burton earlier 
this year. 
Responding to the Labor D ept.’s 
request for comment. Burton said Mrs. 
C o l e m a n ’s illness had made her 
irritable, nervous and absent from work 
about two months a year since 1974. He 
conceded to us that she had driven him a 
great deal but said he had reimbursed 
her for some trips. 
In any case, he said, chauffeuring 
“was part of her job responsibility and 
her pay reflected" the added respon­ 
sibility.

Reagan 


The victory in Texas was simply unas­ 
sa ila b le by strategists in the Ford cam ­ 
paign. There are no excuses. Ford came 
in as a sitting champion, only slightly 
dented in North Carolina. He poured into 
Texas everything a President has to 
vouchsafe: his royal presence, the air 
force fleet, the large sycophantic 
crowds, the wife, the son. military bases, 
judgeships. Reagan ran a relatively par­ 
simonious campaign, using public tran­ 
sportation because Congress, horrified 
by the excesses of Richard Nixon at elec­ 
tion time, is itself withholding public 
funds, having first made it difficult for 
challengers to raise private funds. 
Reagan's victory, under the circum­ 
stances was on a grand scale. It was in­ 
deed a rout of a sitting president. 


More time than necessary has been 
given to examination of the Panama 
Canal issue, and the differences between 
Reagan's and Ford s understanding of 
the technical meaning of sovereignty. 
Senator Gold wa ter, who once recom­ 
mended sending the Marines to protect 
Guantanamo Bay, appears shocked at 
the prospect of sending U.S. troops to de­ 
fend the Panama Canal, for reasons not 
instantly clear. 


The fact of the matter is that Panama 
is not, research indicates, “sovereign" 
American soil. But the net of the matter 
is that we exercise rights over the Canal 
“as if” we were sovereign in the area. 
And the response to Reagan’s blunt in-

If it had been President Lyndon 
Johnson against Senator Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy (or against Senator Robert Ken­ 
nedy), the verdict would have been un­ 
ambiguous. Johnson won his first contest 
against McCarthy, but McCarthy’s vote 
(42%) was so impressive, wrested as it 
was from an incumbent president, 
Johnson knew it was 
all over, and promptly 
announced he would 
not run for re-election. 
R o n a l d 
R e a g a n 
authorized a predic­ 
tion that he would take 
40 per cent of the vote 
in New Hampshire. 
But December reports 
from the polls showed 
him leading the Presi- 
d e n t 
a m o n g 
R epublican and in­ 
d e p e n d e n t 
v o t e r s 
nationwide, and his aides were carried 
away. Before Reagan could stop them, 
they were talking about defeating Ford 
in New Hampshire, then going south to 
Florida for a knockout blow. 
What has happened is, so far as I know, 
unique. The narrow lo ss in N ew 
Hampshire took the steam out of the 
Reagan movement and caused a loss in 
Florida, though again by a narrow 
margin: and at this point, another Ford 
victory in Illinois suggested it was all 
over.

John 
Tower — and said they wanted Reagan. 
The pressures will now intensify, and 
Mr. Ford knows that if he brings still 
more pressure to bear against Reagan, 
imitating the tactics of Rockefeller 
against Coldwater in 1964, the nomina­ 
tion may not be worth having. But I 
suspect that a few cool Republican 
voices, now that everybody knows who 
the Democratic contender, will be, are 
li kel y 
to be 
w h i s p e r i n g a mo ng 
themselves this morning: Carter versus 
Ford? ... Carter versus Reagan? The se­ 
cond is unquestionably the better bet for 
Republicans.

In 
spite of many effects on the part of my 
neighbors and m yself. nothing has been 
done to correct this fault in the city’s ad­ 
ministration of building contracts. The 
general feeling of the house owners here 
is that the contractor got away with 
something in not protecting us from the 
mud slides for which he. as the principle 
contractor, was obliged to do and for 
which the city of Lompoc was morally 
responsible as the permitting agency. 


Now to the second thing that really 
irks the hell out of me; today, when I 
went to Ryon Park to pick up my boy 
after his Little League game, I was con­ 
fronted by a black who made a big play 
over my car and another who tried to 
make an incident of the whole comedy. 
While many of the assembled people 
laughed about what was only clowning on 
the part of the man who made the big 
play, another black became threatening.
